Value of "Roughage** in Diet

HERE is no question that constipation may be a factor in pro- 
ducing piles, or "hemorrhoids," as the doctors call this trouble. 


The severe straining at stool, which the victim of constipa- 


tion practices may result in swelling of the soft tissues at the exit of 
the bowel. 
In time constant enlargement has 
-«*•- 


taken place. 


For similar reasons heavy lifting and con- 


stant standing or sitting may be followed by 
hcmorrhoidal development. Anything that inter- 
feres with the free circulation of the blood in 
this region, will promote trouble of this nature. 


The presence of painful hemorrhoids, a fis- 


sure, or other sore place, may be a factor, too, 
in producing constipation. 
The painfulness of 


the passage causes the victim to postpone bowel 
movement as long as possible. 
The two condi- 


tions are so intimately related that each appears 
to aggravate the other.
